SACRAMENTO, Jan. 27.—As- 


semblyman Joseph E- >Iarron of 
San TVancisco yesterday introduced 
a bill providing for the creation of 
a state racins commission, empow- 
ered to authorize race meets in 
California. 
Under the provisions of the act, 
horse-racing may be held in each 
county once every year for a period 
not to exceed thirty days. The 
commission shall be the sole Jndjre 
In the jrrantins: of permits for sticti 
meets. It irill have complete juris- 
diction over all horse races. 
Strict regulations arc provided 


for. 
The act' is backed by the 
horse breeders of tlie state, and is 
intended to encourage the breed- 
ing of thoroughbreds by permit- 
ting: racing without the objcction- 
anle system of betting.
